rink Residents in a com¬ 
munity in northwestern 
Alberta say they’re in 
shock after their only in¬ 
door hockey rink burned 
to the ground yesterday 
morning after a massive 
fire. 

The rink in Grimshaw, 
about 500 kilometres 
northwest of Edmonton, 
was recently renovated af¬ 
ter a tornado ripped its 
roof off in June 2003. 

“I think it’s safe to say 
eveiyone in the communi¬ 
ty is shocked by what hap¬ 
pened,” said local business 
owner Harvey Johnson 
during a phone interview. 

“This is the recreational 
hub of our community.” 

Local volunteer 
firefighters say the blaze 
began to erupt around 9 
a.m., and by mid- 
afternoon fire crews were 
able to successfully put 
the fire out. The rinlc was 
empty during the blaze. 

Johnson says his grand¬ 
children who are 
involved in minor hock¬ 
ey will more than likely 
have to travel elsewhere 
to lace up their skates. 

The town of Mayerthor- 
pe also lost its only rink 
to a blaze on July 29 and, 
in Viking, residents in 
that community rebuilt 
the town arena in 2006 af¬ 
ter the old one burned to 
the ground July 2005.

Edmontonian still without 
power in Houston after Ike

An Edmonton-born man 
living in Houston can 
barely believe the devas¬ 
tation caused by 
hurricane Ike, which 
ripped through much of 
the Texas coast in a 
swath of destruction over 
the weekend. 

“I’ve lived through four 
hurricanes in Florida, but 
nothing like this,” said 
Dustin Mylcete, surveying 
the damage during a 
phone interview yesterday. 

Mylcete gathered family 
members together on Fri¬ 
day evening, who camped 
out at his home near the 
University of Houston, 
which sits on one of the 
highest elevated inland ar¬ 


eas of the city. 

The group of four lost 
power around 9 p.m. Fri¬ 
day, while savage 170 km/h 
winds ripped through the 
streets outside, felling shal¬ 
lowly-rooted live oak trees 
and downing power poles. 

“It sound¬ 
ed like a 
freight 
train,” he 
said. 

Though 
Mylcete said 
his home 
sustained 
minimal Dustin 
damage, Mykete

“We were very prepared 
because we’ve been 
through this before in 
Florida,” he said, adding 
that he stocked up on

As two conservative can¬ 
didates battle for votes in 
the Edmonton-Sherwood 
Park riding in the upcom¬ 
ing federal election, Lib¬ 
eral party candidate Rick 
Szostak thinks he may be 
able to pull off a surprise 
victory. 

“People I talk to tell me 
they are conservatives, but 
they aren’t going to vote 
for the official Conserva¬ 
tive candidate, so there’s 
reason to believe a lot of 
those people will come to 
me,” Szostak says. 

But Grant McEwan Col¬ 
lege political scientist 
Chaldeans Mensah says 
Szostak, an economics pro¬ 
fessor at the University of 
Alberta, has a high moun¬ 
tain to climb. 

“There is certainly the 
potential for a split of 
conservative votes in the 
Edmonton-Sherwood Park 
riding, but given the solid 


Conservative voting histo¬ 
ry in the riding and the 
lack of momentum for the 
Liberal party both nation¬ 
ally and in the region, I 
don’t think anyone but the 
Conservative 
candidates 
have a 

chance 
there,” Men¬ 
sah says.

Ford, a con¬ 
servative 
candidate, is 
running as 
an independ¬ 
ent to protest the way the 
official Conservative Party 
candidate, Tim Uppal, won 
the party’s nomination for 
the riding. 

Ford contends Uppal, 
who had previously ran 
and lost twice as the Con¬ 
servative Party candidate 
in the Edmonton-Mill 
Woods riding, won the 
nomination legally but not

“If the sense of grievance 
over the nom- 
ination 
process is re¬ 
ally deep, 
then (Ford) 
will likely do 
well. But I

party brand and send an in¬ 
dependent to Ottawa,” said 
Mensah. 

“In any case, a number 
of factors are coming to¬ 
gether to make this a real¬ 
ly competitive race. It’ll be 
exciting.” 
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Gas shortages at Shell 
pumps while prices soar

Albertans everywhere are 
turning their heads in dis¬ 
gust at soaring gas prices, 
while some are being 
turned away completely 
from pumps run dry. 

“Refineries had been 
turning away attention 
from gasoline and were 
making other products,” 
explained market analyst 
Michael Ervin, who said 
that motorists are taking it 
in the pocketbook, as re¬ 
tailers try to compensate 
for huge refinery markups. 

Thanks to hurricane Ike 
halting operations along 
the Gulf Coast and a simul¬ 
taneous rapid decline in in¬ 
ventory, consumers are 
swamped in an unavoid¬ 
able flood of record-break¬ 
ing rates, said Ervin. 

Additionally, Shell sta¬ 
tions across the province 
have been turning cus¬ 
tomers away in droves, 
who are arriving at pumps 
the petroleum giant have 
let run dry.

While the company isn’t 
offering much of an 
explanation, officials have 
said the problem is 
temporary and is to be 
blamed on “distribution 
challenges.” 

The good news, Ervin 
said, is that he feels things 
are looking up in the next 
few weeks and prices will 
dip back to tolerable levels. 

“They’ll go significantly 
lower before they get 
higher, which will be 
much easier for people to 
handle.”

The small village of Chipman, about 75 kilometres northeast of Edmonton, is in for a massive overhaul, as 
investors prepare to pump millions of dollars into the area and morph the population, metro edmonton 


Stelmach pans oilsands worries

Premier Ed Stelmach says 
he isn’t concerned a major 
British investment firm is 
encouraging two Britain- 
based energy companies, 
BP and Shell, to slow their 
oilsands-related activities. 

“It’s something that we 
recognized over a year ago, 
and that’s why we put a 


program in place,” Stel¬ 
mach said yesterday. 

The program Stelmach 
was referring to was a plan 
to counter the campaign 
that is rife with “misinfor¬ 
mation,” said his 
spokesman, Tom Olson. 

According to reports, the 
British funds management 
firm, Co-operative Asset 
Management, is concerned 
investments in oilsands are 
bad business due to poten¬ 


tial rising costs of climate 
change regulations, such as 
carbon taxes, and the threat 
oilsands development poses 
to the environment. 

“Much of that informa¬ 
tion doesn’t get out, so the 
program is one of counter¬ 
ing misconceptions that 
some groups are willing to 
perpetrate,” Olson added. 

However, Alberta Liberal 
Leader Kevin Taft says the 
problem isn’t the perpetua¬ 


tion of misconceptions, but 
simply that the Conserva¬ 
tives aren’t doing enough to 
protect the environment, 
which will ultimately hurt 
the provincial economy. 

“Many people are con¬ 
cerned about the environ¬ 
ment, and for Ed Stelmach 
to think an expensive PR 
campaign will wash all 
those concerns away sim¬ 
ply isn’t good enough,” 
Taft said.

bing of a teenage prostitute 
early yesterday morning. 

A man picked up the 19- 
year-old girl in Beverly, at 
118 Avenue and 35 Street 
after midnight yesterday. 

He drove her to his home 
near 50 Street and 101 Av¬ 
enue, where an alleged rob¬ 
bery took place. 

“There was indication 
that she tried to rob him,” 
said Edmonton Police Serv¬ 
ices spokeswoman Karen 


Carlson. 

“Who was really the vic¬ 
tim? I don’t know.” 

He then threw her into 
the car and drove to the 
south side, where she was 
stabbed at least twice in 
the back before making 
her escape. 

Though she was rushed 
to hospital, the sex trade 
worker refused medical 
treatment for her injuries 
and remained tight-lipped 
when interrogated by po¬ 
lice. 

Police have yet to release 
a description or composite 
of the girl’s attacker, but 
the matter is still under in¬ 
vestigation, Carlson said.

Province gives new pet 
shelter a $6-million boost

funding Alberta’s Tory gov¬ 
ernment will be giving $6 
million to the dogs — along 
with other lost and home¬ 
less animals in Edmonton. 

The province announced 
the new funding will help 
the Edmonton Humane So¬ 
ciety in building its $22.5- 
million Chapelle Centre 
for Animal Care that is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by 
March 2009. 

The new facility will re¬ 
place the society’s current, 
cramped 57-year-old quar¬ 
ters in Edmonton’s north¬ 
east and will accommodate 
more animals in a safer, 
healthier environment, 
says Karen Lange, director 
of veterinarian services 
with the society. 

“Pets really enrich our 
lives in so many ways ... so 
we have to do more to edu¬ 


cate people and advise 
them of the opportunities 
available here at the centre 
so pets are not abandoned 
throughout the province,” 
Alberta Premier Ed Stel¬ 
mach said. 

The majority of the fund¬ 
ing for the new shelter 
came from private donors, 
including a large donation 
from the estate of Mar¬ 
garet Chappelle, who was 
a local animal lover. 

“We’re thrilled. We’ve 
been saying we need a new 
shelter for a long, long 
time, so this will be won¬ 
derful when it’s built. It’ll 
be much better for the ani¬ 
mals,” Lange says. 

The new 47,000-square- 
foot centre is more than 
double the current facili¬ 
ty’s size. Built on 3.4 
hectares in a field near 170 
Street and 137 Avenue, it 
will include twice as many 
cat kennels as the current 
facility.

Conservative Leader 
Stephen Harper returned 
to southwestern Ontario 
for the second time in less 
than four weeks, seeking 
to increase support among 
what he likes to call “work¬ 
ing families.” 

On a day when the 
Toronto Stock Exchange 
fell more than 500 points, 
Harper promised in Lon¬ 
don “a steady hand on the 
wheel, even if the world’s 
financial markets get a lit¬ 
tle rocky.” 

The opposition “wants to 
reverse everything that we 
have done,” Harper said. He 
again claimed the Liberals 
— contrary to Leader 
Stephane Dion’s campaign 
statements — would hike 
the GST back up to 7 per 
cent from 5, and “take 
back” the $100-a-month 
child care allowances. On 
top of that, Harper said, 
Dion’s carbon tax would 
devastate the economy. 

Harper’s effort began 
earlier in Ottawa with a 
measure expected to 
make inroads with female 
voters. 

He promised to extend 
maternity and parental 


benefits to the self-em¬ 
ployed — a pledge he said 
would cost $147 million an¬ 
nually, but would be largely 


self-financed once self-em¬ 
ployed people began paying 
premiums into the fund.

The 
bank cannot ex¬ 
tend a loan to a company 
that cannot execute legally 
binding contracts. 

Many small businesses 
continue to operate un¬ 
knowingly until a compa¬ 
ny search is done. The Min¬ 
istry does not cancel arti¬ 
cles without first making 
numerous requests for 
compliance. Your first step 
should be to determine 
why your company’s arti¬ 
cles were cancelled. Con-

tact the Ministry. Govern¬ 
ment agencies and their 
representatives are gener¬ 
ally friendly and helpful. 

The cancellation of a 
company’s articles should 
not be taken lightly. The 
business will be unable to 
enter legally binding 
agreements or contracts 
such as loans, leases, serv¬ 
ice or sales contracts, etc. 
An accountant and lawyer 
familiar with reviving can¬ 
celled corporations should 
be retained.

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Spending habits key to success

When you’re not in class, 
you’re catching up on your 
required reading on your 
15-minute break from 
your part-time job. What 
you make is not enough to 
keep up with the 
mounting bills and unfore¬ 
seen costs of being a post¬ 
secondary student. You’re 
exhausted, frustrated and 
every day you find 
yourself deeper in a finan¬ 
cial hole. 

Not a pretty picture, but 
one you might likely face. 
Going to school is a full¬ 
time occupation that re¬ 
quires big-time cash, and 
students sometimes don’t 
have the funds or the ener¬ 
gy to stay in the game. 
Don’t get yourself down, 
however; there are ways, 
albeit marginal, to get out 
of the deep end of the red 
and possibly back into the 
black. 

You’re going to have to 
make some changes to 
your spending habits to 
start, says Myron Knodel, 
financial planning expert 
at Investors Group. Less 
Saturday night fun means 
more money in your pock¬ 
et. Declaring bankruptcy is 
an option, but should only 
be considered as a last re¬ 
sort due to a possible bad 
credit rating and the fact 
that what you owe on your 
Canada Student Loan 
won’t be forgiven. 

You could consider con¬ 
solidating your numerous 


debts into a loan with a 
lower interest rate. Renego¬ 
tiating a payment plan is 
another alternative, should 
you find yourself pushing 
the panic button. Depend¬ 
ing on who loaned you the 
money, it might be your 
best bet. 

“You can always renego¬ 
tiate with your creditors, 
and the success of that is 
reliant on who your credi¬ 
tors are,” Knodel said. 
“Family, for example, 
might be more willing to 
help you. But even arms- 
length creditors do have 
some flexibility in regards 
to negotiating a reduced 
rate and ways to pay back 
what’s owed.” 


But how much can a 
strained and starving stu¬ 
dent tighten their belt be¬ 
fore it’s too much? They 
may already be working at 
the absolute limit of their 
time and energy, doing 
their best to balance their 
academic career while 
labouring to finance it, 
says Katherine Giroux- 
Bougard, national chair¬ 
person for the Canadian 
Federation of Students. 
And she notes the situa¬ 
tion isn’t exactly improv¬ 
ing, with some cash- 
strapped students even 
heading to food banks at 
their local campus to keep 
themselves fed. 

“We do hear about a lot 


of students struggling. 
Some of them are working 
two and three jobs at a 
time to make ends meet, 
and as a result it’s a big 
challenge for them to keep 
up with their academics,” 
she said. “But there’s no 
option. Not only are tu¬ 
ition fees going up, addi¬ 
tional fees are being 
tacked on for what you 
used to be able to get for 
free — transcripts, student 
cards and the like.” 

You can turn to your 
school’s financial aid office 
for help and advice, but 
usually only in the most 
superficial way, she says. 
Many institutions have 
emergency funds and 


scholarships available, but 
there’s no guarantee you’ll 
get one. 

What got you into this 
mess? A perceived lack of 
public funding is not to 
blame, says Hugh Macken¬ 
zie, a research associate for 
the Canadian Centre for 
Policy Alternatives. 

Citing Liberal MP Bob 
Rae’s 2005 report on On¬ 
tario post-secondary educa¬ 
tion, Mackenzie says it’s 
true more students from 
the 25 per cent highest-in- 
come households make up 
more of the student popu¬ 
lation (at 31 per cent) than 
those from the 25 per cent 
lowest-income households 
(at 21 per cent). But the 


highest pays the lion’s 
share of the taxes for edu¬ 
cation funding at 47 per 
cent, while the lowest pays 
8 per cent, supporting the 
case that general govern¬ 
ment revenue does indeed 
transfer to lower-income 
students. 

Regression and financial 
hardship must therefore 
come, Mackenzie argues, 
from rising tuition fees 
and targeted subsidy poli¬ 
cies, and it’s the middle-in¬ 
come bracket that gets hit 
the hardest in this regard. 
Invariably, these students 
pay higher fees, which are 
then earmarked for the 
poorest students — all of 
the cost, none of the bene¬ 
fit. As a result, the finan¬ 
cial roadblocks to a post¬ 
secondary education rise 
for this group. 

Mackenzie writes in his 
April 2007 report, “Only 
the complacent would take 
comfort ... in the fact that 
participation in undergrad¬ 
uate post-secondary educa¬ 
tion has not declined in a 
decade of tuition fee in¬ 
creases ... As if ‘not declin¬ 
ing’ is acceptable in an 
economy in which the on¬ 
ly jobs that are growing in 
number are jobs requiring 
post-secondary credentials. 

“Part of doing more is 
recognizing the obvious — 
that steadily increasing tu¬ 
ition fee levels create barri¬ 
ers to access for lower- and 
middle-income students 
and have contributed ma¬ 
terially to the increasing 
levels of debt with which 
students now graduate.”

Don’t share prescriptions 

Results could be especially harmful to unborn babies: Study

Sharing medication can 
harm unborn babies. And 
an alarming number of 
young women do it. A sur¬ 
vey conducted by the U.S. 
Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC) has found 
that 37 per cent of women 
between the ages of 18 
and 44 have either shared 
or borrowed prescription 
drugs. 

“Women in their child¬ 
bearing years are at risk of 
potentially exposing a 
pregnancy to a medication 
that could harm their ba¬ 
by,” says Sonja Rasmussen, 
a scientist from the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention in Atlanta, Ga., 


and one of the authors of 
the study. 

“Women might borrow 
prescription medications 
during pregnancy before 
they recognize that they’re 
pregnant, but this time in 
early pregnancy is critical 
for development of the ba¬ 
by,” says Rasmussen, 
adding that about half of 
pregnancies are un¬ 
planned. The most com¬ 
mon medications bor¬ 
rowed or shared were for 
allergies, pain and infec¬ 
tions. 

While young women 
were the most likely group 
to take medications pre¬ 
scribed to friends or family, 
people of all ages do it. 
Overall, 29 per cent of 
women and 27 per cent of 
men had pinched someone 


else’s meds.

There were 26,289 respon¬ 
dents to the survey. Results 
were published online in 
the Aug. 25 edition of the 
Journal of Women’s Health.

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mous — an organization 
that tackles “sex addiction” 
with the same 12-step ap¬ 
proach it applies to Drug or 
Alcohol addiction — strug¬ 
gles with this.

If you thought bands live 
for the road, for visiting 
different cities every night 
and playing to new fans 
day in and day out, think 
again. Will Sheff, lead 
singer of Austin-based in¬ 
die rock band Okkervil 
River, would rather be do¬ 
ing anything else. 

“I’m not excited,” he 
says on the phone from 
Brooklyn. “I’m not looking 
forward to not sleeping in 
my own bed for two 
months straight. But I have 
no choice, it’s my only 
source of income.” 

That might sound like 
jaded rock star-spealc, but 


it’s not — Sheff explains 
that he still loves playing 
shows and meeting new 
people. In fact, he’s never 
enjoyed playing shows as 
much as he does now. “I 
used to hate playing; it 
made me nervous,” he 
says. “But at a certain 
point, when I stopped car¬ 
ing what people thought of 
us, I started to love it.” 

It’s a good thing that he 
can deal with the frustrat¬ 
ing parts of touring, and 
that he's keen on playing 
live now, because after 
people hear the band’s 
new album, Okkervil River 
will be in high demand. 
The group’s seventh disc is 
filled with rollicking folk 
pop tunes and incredibly 
infectious melodies. And, 


if it sounds similar to their 
2007 release The Stage 
Names, that’s because it’s 
actually the second half of 
what was almost a double 
album. 

When the group record¬ 
ed The Stage Names, they 
ended up finishing way 
more songs than they 
needed. With the lyrics 
similarly themed it would 
have made sense for them 
to put out the two records 
at the same time. “I started 
to think about whether we 
wanted to do a double al¬ 
bum, but after a while we 
decided to wait,” Sheff re¬ 
veals. “Really, I’m not that 
into double albums. I don’t 
listen to them in one sit¬ 
ting; I may end up playing 
my favourite songs of 


those albums. So, in the 
end, we wanted to make 
an album people would lis¬ 
ten to all at once.” 

Still, if someone wanted 
to hear the discs back to 
back they can. If you do lis¬ 
ten to both, you’ll quickly 
find out that while the al¬ 
bums’ themes are connect¬ 


ed, there are some glaring 
differences. “On parts of 
The Stage Names there’s 
this whole attitude of the 
romantic life on tour that 
is veiy macho,” says Sheff. 
“We were waiting until The 
Stand Ins to have a female 
point of view that under¬ 
cuts a lot of that attitude.”

Quinoa with Grilled 
Eggplant 

Quinoa, a nutritious grain 
from South America, has a 
texture similar to split 
lentils when cooked. It con¬ 
tains more protein than 
any other grain and is also 
lower in carbohydrate con¬ 
tent. 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 cup (250 mL) quinoa 

3 or 4 sprigs fresh thyme 
2-1/2 cups (625 mL) low-sodi¬ 
um vegetable broth 

2 baby eggplants, cut length¬ 
wise into quarters 

1 red pepper, seeded and cut 
into chunks 

1 red onion, cut into chunks 

2 tsp (10 mL) olive oil 

1 cup (250 mL) cherry 
tomatoes 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 
1-1/4 cups (300 mL) tomato 
juice 

6 oz (175 g) light goat-cheese 
log with herbs, cut into 8 slices 
Salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat the oven to 375 °F 
(igo°C). Put the quinoa in a 
sieve and rinse thoroughly un¬ 
der cold running water. Place 
in a saucepan with the thyme 
sprigs and broth, and bring to 
a boil. Cover and simmer gen¬ 
tly until all the broth has been 
absorbed and the quinoa is 


tender, about 20 minutes. 

2 . Meanwhile, heat a ridged 
grill pan. Brush the eggplant, 
red pepper and onion pieces 
with the olive oil, then cook 
them on the grill pan (in 
batches if necessary) until soft¬ 
ened and lightly charred, 
about 4 to 5 minutes. Transfer 
to a plate. 

3 . Put the whole tomatoes on 
the grill pan and cook until 
they are just beginning to 
burst their skins, about 2 min¬ 
utes. Remove from the heat. 

4 . When the quinoa is cooked, 
place it in an ovenproof dish. 
Add the grilled vegetables, gar¬ 
lic and tomato juice, and sea¬ 
son lightly with salt and pep¬ 
per. Fold together gently. 

5 . Arrange the slices of goat 
cheese on top of the quinoa 
mixture. Cover with foil and 
bake until the vegetables are 
tender, about 35 minutes. 
Serve hot.
